"Corruption breaks out in cit\ after city and 


indictments, disclosures and reform movement- 
only serve to localize the disease. ' 
L'n- 


f'crncath the surface phenomena the activity of 
privilege appears, the privilege of the street rail- 
ways, the gas, the watci, the telephone, and the 
electric lighting companies. The connection of 
these industries with politics explains most of the 
corruption ; it explains the power of the boss and 
the machine, it suggests the explanation of the 
indifference of the 'best' citwn and his hostilin 
to democratic reform." 


Discussing the efforts to possess these valuable 


special privileges the same writer sa\s: "It ,- 
the contest for the possession of these privilege- 
that Breeds corruption and lures the unfit intr 
politics 
In this process the boss has become th, 


representative of the interests which 1me reduced 
our politics *o a s\stem of government. 
The\ 


have syndicated the party, ?nd 
converted 
the 


blind submission of the people to party regularity 
into a marketable asset, which is bought and solJ 
by campaign contributions for private ends." In 
that vivid narrative of municipal corruption por- 
traml b\ J Lincoln Stcffens in "The Shame of 
the Cities." .Air. Steffens la\s the responsibility 
for the debauchery of cities at the door of busi'- 
ness. And further Mr. Steffens sa\s: "In Chica- 
go there is a powerful cass who say 'Damn re- 
form. 
It hurts our business. 
It is the $75,000,- 


ooo of franchises that is hurt b\ reform. < 
- 


P.ut again it \\as not business that was hurt, it 
was graft. 
It uas graft born of railway and 


gas franchises that turned Chicago over "to the 
•gray wolves' of the council. It was such graft 
that made the office of alderman worth fiftv thou- 
sand dollars a year." It is this reform of graft 
that has enabled political bosses in San Francis- 
co to bin blocks of real estate, to erect business 
buildings. 
It b for this rcason that conlpara. 


tiveh poor men elected to office m San Francisco 
have in a few years become wealthy; it is from 
this same source that the civic life of San Fran- 
cisco has been so polluted as to present the pit- 
iable spectacle \\hich that citv does in the eyes 
of the \\orld. Grand juries ma\ come and go 
there may be spasmodic reform "movements and 
campaigns against civic corruption but so long as 
the tap-root of graft remains in special privilege 
frr which corporations are \\iling to pay, just so 
long will the shame of cities continue.
